PARIS, April l.—m—France to- 
day mourned the death of another 
of the men who helped it through 
the dark days of the war. 
.. United States Ambassador My- 
ron T. Herrick was another 
na- 


tion's son, but this country felt the 
loss as though 
he were her own. 


It remernbered how, when in 1914 


German armies 
knocked at 
the 
gates of Paris and the government 
fled to Bordeaux, he himself refus- 
ed to leave his post, though warn- 
ed he might be killed. 


Death came to Ambassador Her- 
rick- yesterday at 4.10 p. m., after 
a sudden heart attack that left 
him within an hour lifeless, 
but 


with a smile on his lips. He was 75 
years old. 


Shortly afterward Premier Ray- 


mond Poincare 
told 
Colonel 
T. 


Bentley Mott, assistant military at- 
tache: 
"Anything that the French gov- 


ernment can do shall be done. Am- 
bassador Herrick's family may ask 
anything they please and it shall 
be done." 


One Best Friends Gone.

mander In chief reported 400 feder- 
als were killed and 1,500 wounded 
in a battle which began at 
noon 
Sunday. ' 


General Euloglo Ortiz, comman- 
der of the federal forces was said 
to have been killed. 


Fifteen rebei planes were said to 
have participated 
in the battle. 


Latest dispatches irom the federal 
army on the other hand reported 
seeing federal forces north of Es- 
calon Saturday night and Sunday 
preparing to advance on Plmenez. 
General Almazan, leader of one 


of the main federal columns, 
In 


fact was reported as far north as 
Dolores which is.only a short dis- 
tance south of Jimenez and is 30 
miles north of Escalon. 


He reported some fighting 
be- 


tween Escalon and Jimenez 
but 


placed the losses at 50 rebels and 
nine federals killed. 
Gen. Ortiz 


was not mentioned In his dispatch. 


Along thi west coast the federal 


Forces are advancing steadily 
on 


the rebels entrenched at La Cruz, 
north of Mazatlan with the possi- 
bility of cutting the rebels off from 
their base at Culiacan. 


Naco, on the border, was twice 


bombed by rebel airplanes Sunday

eral Judge Francis A. Winslow, 
against whom articles of impeach-

resignation

his attorney today. 


Congressman F. H. La Guardia,

manded a congressional investiga- 
tion. 


A sub-committee was appointed

Before it could get un- 
der way. however, Martin Conboy, 
who had been retained to defend 
Judge Winslow, announced the ju- 
rist's resignation.

—When 
the 
legislature 


meets the latter part of this 
month principally to enact 
the appropriation bills in or- 
der to support the govern- 
ment for the new biennium 
beginning September 1, it 
will find that much ot Its time 
will be occupied in an effort to fi- 
nance ,the highway building pro- 
gram. 
It will be obliged to fix the li- 


cense fees owners of automobiles 
shall pay and levy an occupation 
tax on gasoline. The two proposi- 
tions are certain to stir up a con- 
troversy. 


A called session of the legislature 


can not be of more than 30 days' 
duration. At the expiration of that 
time it automatically terminates. 
In the event the session convening 
iljis mOBth. does not dispose of the 
registration fees and gasoline tax 
measures, the governor will 
be 


forced to call an extraordinary ses- 
sion. 


Licen.se Fee Cut. 
There is a divergence of opinion 


in the legislature over the size of 
the licenes fees as well as the gas- 
oline tax. The fact that the house 
and senate were able to agree In 
the closing days of the regular ses- 
sion on the 50 per cent cut In the 
regulation fees, does not mean any- 
thing, In the opinion of observers. 
It Is well known the bill perished 
because the house did not have a 
quorum and opponents of the bill 
refused to permit concurrence in 
minor amendments placed on the 
measure by the senate. Under the 
rules the house could not concur in 
the absence of a quorum without 
unanimous consent of those pres- 
ent. 
A band of highway boosters, 


holding out for a reduction of not 
more than 30 per cent, refused to 
let the bill pass. 


The administration is opposed to 
the 50 per cent cut and every ef-

WEEKS ON FT. WORTH MARKET 


FORT WORTH, March 29.—U'>— 
Stacker cattle on the Fort Worth 
market the past two weeks develop- 
ed unusual strength and brought 
prices not exceeded even during the 
war period. 
While beef cattle 
prices have 


showed an upward trcncl, especial- 
ly slaughter yearlings and heifers, 
the advance "in stocker cattle, has 
exceeded gains in beef animals. 


Steers, heifers, thin cattle 
anrl 


cattle carrying sufficient flesh to 
be available for packer purposes-— 
nil kinds have arrived on the mar- 
ket and found buyers eager to pay 
high prices for them and take them 
back to the ranges to await future 
profits. 


Sales the past week included thin 


heifer calves at $14 for a. string 
averaging 353 pounds; light year- 
lings averaging 476 pounds at S14, 


$13; 
and steers weighing from 950 
to 1,050 pounds «nd carrying consid- 
erable flesh at 1225 and 1260. 


Conservative cattlemen point out 


that feeders generally try lo buy 
lower tl'.an they expect to sell—per 
pound—and then let the gain 
in 


weight pay for the feeding expense 
and furnish the profits. Yet pres- 
ent stocker prices are above finish- 
ed beef values on the Fort Worth 
market. 
Shortage of cattle is indicated by 


a decline of more than 50,000 head 
in receipts on this market since 
January 1 as compared with the 
1928 
figures; while the total that 
year was under the 1927 figures. 
No doubt ths fact has influenced 
much of the buying. Many cattle- 
men have grass lying idle and arc 
taking a chance on getting a prof- 
it from their ranges through these 
and plenty of them at $13.50 and high priced stockers.

The aerial bombing, the first ac- 


tion of the long-delayed attempt of 
General Fausto Topete to

this border town from loyal troops 
under Generals Lucas Gonzalez and 
Augustlno Olachea, killed two fed- 
eral soldiers, wounded two others 
and threw a scare into a crowd of 
holiday visitors from the Ameri- 
can side of the border. 


A lone rebel plane 
from To- 


pete's camp made the raids. The 
first was in the morning, arousing 
the sleepy village to a high pitch 
of excitement. 
Four bombs were 


dropped but only two exploded. 
The plane flew low. and federals 
sent up a barrage of rifle and ma- 
chine gun bullets. 


On an afternoon visit the rebel 


bomber flew 4,000 feet above the 
city and dropped three bombs. The 
first explosion caused a stampede 
of American sightseers through the 
international gate.

an empty building near the Mexi- 
can customs house.

With the farm relief hearing al- 
most completed, senate and house 
agriculture committee leaders are 
beginning to see clearly the out- 
lines of the legislation they will 
propose when congress meets April 
15 to carry out one of the major 
pledges of the Hoover campaign. 


The bills are 
expected to be 


drafted around the central idea 
of a federal farm board, which Mr. 
Hoover 
emphasized 
during 
the 


campaign. The scope of its powers 
has not been definitely defined, but 
the leaders are convinced they will 
be able to give It enough authority 
to deal not only with present but 
with future- problems of agricul- 
ture operating through commod- 
ity councils. 


The plan also calls for provision 


of a revolving fund of $300.000.000 
or more to finance efforts to pre- 
vent violent depressions In the lev- 
els of agricultra] prices through 
stabilization 
corporations 
which 


would be 
established whenever 


the commodity councils found the 
accumulation 
of 
surpluses great 


enough to affect the domestic mar- 
ket. 


The question of including in the 


measure some means of limiting 
production when surpluses threat- 
en the market for a crop remains 
to be worked out further. 
Some 


think any attempt in this direction 
would be unconstitutional, 
while 


others, disagreeing with them on 
that point, hold some such provis- 
ion is neccessary to place the ag- 
ricultural Industry on a firm foun- 
dation.

Believed on Rond to Recovery 
Throughout the past winter ill- 
ness •weakened Ambassador 
Hor- 


rick but it wad believed he was well 
^on the road to recovery. He spent 
^a bad night Thursday and his dau- 


ghter-in-law, his wife died In 1918, 
telephoned Friday morning for Dr. 
H. Rabeau. Yesterday Mrs. Her- 
rick, was informed his condition 
•was critical and she called her 
husband in Cleveland over the tele- 
phone. An hour later she 
called 


him again to convey the message 
of his father's death. 


In the course of a career which 


began as a peddler Myron Timo- 
thy Herrick was a lawyer, finan- 


fc-cier, governor of Ohio and ambas- 
sador. A republican, he was ap- 
pointed ambassador to France in 
1912, served until December, 1914, 
and was reappointed in 1921. Wil- 
liam G. Sharp succeeded him In 
1914. 
Was Farm Salesman. 


Myron 
T. 
Herrick, 
diplomat, 


statesman, lawyer, 
banker 
and 


manufacturer, began 
his 
career 


selling dinner bells, parlor organs 
and lightning rods to the farmers 
of Ohio From this humble start 
he rose, by virtue of his applica- 
tion ana ability, to the position of 
financier, promoter of great rail- 
road enterprises, governor of Ohio 
and ambassador. 


A close personal friend of Presi- 


dent McKinley, , he 
was 
offered 


three ca'blnet positions by presi- 
dents of the . United 
States and 


twice was appointed • ambassador 
to France—first by President Taft 
In 1912 and 
again 
by President 


Harding 
in 
1921. 
The title of 


colonel was given to him when he 
•was appointed to the staff of Mc- 
Kinley when the latter was govern- 
or of Ohio. 


Mr. Herrick 
attracted 
world- 


wide attention as American ambas- 
sador tp France during the war by 


: his refusal to leave Paris when the 
" 'French government and the dip- 


.lomatic corps fled to Bordeaux to 
escape the threatened German in- 
vasion of 1914. In addition to the 
intricate matters connected with 
his 
own 
office, he also assumed 


charga of the Briti'sh, Japanese 
and Turkish embassies, and by his 
calmness and devotion to duty in 
the fact of great danger, is credit- 
ed with having done more than any 
other Individual to prevent the out- 
break of 
a disastrous panic in 


Paris. 


Aided Stranded Americans 


Another problem of-immense pro- 


portions which confronted him dur- 
ing the early days of the war was 
the necessity of providing advice 
and financial aid for the thousands 
of American subjects stranded in 
^France. Through the formation of 
^an American committee, he not 


only assisted the needy American 
'travelers but aided more than 4,000 
' English subjects 
to' reach their 


homes. These services caused 
the 


French government to bestow up- 


|"oh him the Grand Cross of the Le- 


gion of Honor. 


Another notable achievement of 


Mr. Herrick while in France was 
the American relief clearing house, 
which he organized after the tour- 
ist problem had been disposed of. 
This organization took full charge 
of the transportation and distri- 
bution of supplies from America, 
•which were arriving in great quan- 
tities. 
The 
committee contnued 


throughout the war as one of the 
most important relief agencies in 
Europe. 
. 
Born in Huntington, Ohio, Octob- 
- cr 9, 1854, Mr. Herrick managed to 


attend school and earn a living at 
the same time. He entered Ober- 
lin college and Ohio Wesleyan uni- 
versity, but did not complete 
the 


course. That he found knowledge 
outside of college text-books, how- 
ever, <is evidenced by the fact that 
among the honorary digrees be- 
stowed upon him was that of doc- 
tor of lays conferred by Yale, Har- 
vard, Columbia and Princeton. 


Admitted to the bar in 1878, he 


had practiced law hut a short time 
•when he began his financial career 
toy organizing a national bank in 
Cleveland. Later he became presi- 
dent of the Society for Savings in 
Cleveland, a director in the Erie 
railroad, the National Surety com- 
pany, New York Insurance com- 
pany, and numerous other finan- 
cial'institutions, as well as head of 
the American Bankers association. 


Railroad Career 


In his career as a railroad fi-; 


nancier he was chairman of the 


" board of directors of the Wheeling 


and Lake Erie railroad, a director 
of the Missouri Pacific, participat- 
ed in the purchase of the Western 
Maryland railroad and assisted the 
Gould railroads 
to 
enter Pitts- 


burgh. 
. 
Mr. Herrick 
was 
governor of 


Ohio from 1903 to 1905. He 
was 


one of the staunches! friends 
of 


President McKinley, came to his 
assistance when ha met with finan- 
cial reverses, and was also treas- 
urer of the McKinley Memorial as- 
sociation. For a long time he was 
a member of the executive com- 
mittee f* the republican party. 


On his return from Paris in 


1914 
an 
enthusiastic 
group of 


friends in Cleveland attempted to 
start a movement to nominate him 
for the presidency, but Mr. Har- 
rick dfclined these honors, declar- 
ing that he would not capitalize 
whatever credit was due him for 
European service. 
While in France Colonel Herrick 


made a study of agricultural fi- 
nance and worked 
out with the 


French government a plan for the 
exchange between the two coun- 
tries of information ' on farm fi- 
nance. "We cannot hope for an in- 


» crease in food production unless 


deserving 
farmers 
can get low 


rates and long periods on money," 
he declared. 
Colonel Herrick married Carolyn | 


M. Farmely. daughter of M. R 
Parmelv of Dayton. Ohio, June 30 
1880.

A rift appears to be developing be- 
tween President Hoover and some

mittee, said his group, while not 
relinquishing its position in favor 
of the equalization fee. was willn« 
to accept any mode of relief which 
would,follow the lines it had ad- 
vocated in the past. 


He said the federation desired 


that the relief extended be effec- 
tive, that surplus control be pro- 
vided, and that agriculture be not 
subsidized. 


Gray said that while farm organ- 


izations were interested in various 
legislative proposals such as Mus- 
cle Shoals development and an^ ex- 
tension of farm credits, they did 
not consider that these separate 
proposals would afford farm relief. 


George Shipley, of Washington, 


who described himself as a philan- 
althrophlst, and able to present 
views of President •Hoover, 
said 


the president favored 
a 
federal 


farm board to provide self regula- 
tion for the farmers. He read at 
length from campaign speeches of 
the president. 


The farm board idea was advanc- 


ed also at the senate agriculture 
committee hearings by several wit- 
nesses who said the board woul 
have broad powers along product- 
ion and marketing lines.
